DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This action is responsive to tine amendment and remarks submitted 10/20/2008. 
Claims 8 and 13 are amended. No claims are added or canceled. Claims 8-19 are 
currently pending in the Application. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see page 6, filed 10/20/2008, with respect to the 
objections and rejections of claims 8-19 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The rejections and objections of claims 8-19 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 8-19 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not appear to anticipate or render obvious, In combination with the other 
claim limitations, wherein an optical path length L from a light input surface of the 
waveguides to a light output surface of the waveguides satisfies the following equation: 
L > W/tan(sin"'' (sin(0/2)/n)), wherein W is a width of the waveguide, n is a refractive 
Index Inside the waveguide, and 0 is a minimum beam spread angle of the 
semiconductor laser (see claims 8 and 13).
